The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 3, 
5, 11 and 13, these claims incorporate indicated allowable subject matter. Regarding claim 4, 
Ross does not teach, inter alia, a flat horizontal base plate (also described as a "wall plate") 
forming part of the pressure boundary for the housing; nor do Ross's ribs 14/19 (Figs. 2-3) 
extend axially through openings to support section plates, and which are connected to the base 
plate.
